Stadium netted the AHS gridmen two victories 
as Haltom and Richland toppled, 27-0 and 29-6 re- 
spectively. Pre-district play ended as the Colts 
blew a 20-point halftime lead to fall to the High- 
land Park Scotties 21-20. 

District play began well as AHS routed the 
MacArthur Cardinals 21-9. But the bubble burst 
as the Colts fell to Irving 30-13. Things really failed 
to click a week later as AHS suffered its worst 
shellacking of the season, 42-3, at the hands of 
L. D. Bell’s Blue Raiders. However, the Colts came 
back to win over rivals Grand Prairie and Sam 
Houston, 28-7 and 20-9, in the final contests of 
the season.

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On September 13 the Colts began their grid 
campaign with a 48-14 walloping of the North Side 
Steers as AHS amassed 36 yards total offense and 
21 first downs while North Side picked up 107 
yards and 8 first downs. 

Flanker Rusty Ward scored four of the seven 
tallies, the first coming on a 12-yard strike from 
Quarterback Don Bodenhamer. Tailback Alan Hart, 
who gained 137 yards in 13 carries to lead the 
rushing game, scored the next touchdown on a one- 
yard plunge. Ward added another touchdown on a 
34-yard pass reception to give the Colts a 21-0 
halftime lead. 

The Steers struck first in the second half on a 
one-yard dive by Fullback Dwan Loroh capping a 
sustained 68-yard drive, but Arlington came right 
back with a scoring run by Bodenhamer. The last 
Steer TD of the game occurred on Halfback Mark 
Rhodes’ one-yard plunge midway in the final 
quarter. Arlington put the game on ice with a 42- 
yard punt return by Ward and a four-yard end 
“Gosh, Rusty, you shouldn’t say that about anybody, even an sweep by Halfback Dennis Coble which came as 
official!” warn teammates Jim Berryhill and Don Bodenhamer. time ran out on the clock. The kick failed, making 
the final score 48-14.

On two successive Friday nights, the Green Wave 
rolled into Birdville stadium and rolled out with 
victories over the Haltom Buffaloes and the Rich- 
land Rebels. 

Capitalizing on their potent offense and stout 
defense, the Colts took a 27-0 decision over Haltom. 
In the second period QB Don Bodenhamer scored 
the first tally to cap a 74-yard drive. The Colts 
broke the game open in the third period on two 
scores, the first a 42-yard Bodenhamer to Berry- 
hill pass, and the second an eight-yard end sweep 
by Alan Hart. The final TD came on a seven-yard 
strike from Don Bodenhamer to Rusty Ward. While 
the offense clicked off its 227 yards rushing and 
165 passing, the defense put on a sterling per- 
formance as it gave up only 157 yards total offense. 

On the following weekend, the Colts returned 
to Birdville to defeat the tough Richland Rebels 
29-6. The Colts struck first on a 45-yard march 
set up by John Reddell’s second quarter inter- 
ception. Alan Hart scored on the eighth play of 
the series with a five-yard dive. On its next pos- 
session the team put together an 86-yard drive to 
take a 130 halftime lead. Richland’s Mike Jackson 
returned the second half kickoff for a 94-yard TD, 
but the Colts put the game on ice with two scores 


by Rusty Ward and a field goal by Berl Simmons. 
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Arlington’s four-game winning streak came to a 
screeching halt when the Highland Park Scotties 
came from behind to capture a 21-20 verdict. 

AHS grabbed the lead at the end of the first 
quarter on Alan Hart’s 10-yard run. Don Boden- 
hamer made it 14-0 on a 48-yard pass. The Colts’ 
last score came late in the second quarter on a one- 
yard plunge by Dwight Hartley. A high pass from 
center killed the extra point attempt, a play that 
seemed of little significance at the time but eventual- 
ly made the difference. 

Highland Park, who had made only 57 yards total 
offense in the first half, moved the second half kick- 
off 60 yards to narrow the margin to 20-7. With 
10 seconds remaining in the third period HP’s 
Johnny Koons grabbed a Tom Van Amburgh pass 
to make the score 20-14. The equalizer came on 
Bud Germany’s 50-yard TD scramble. The Colts 
took the ensuing kickoff to the Scot 36-yard line on 
a Bodenhamer to Berryhill pass, but got no farther 
as Highland Park held on to win 21-20.

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In their first district encounter the Colts revenged 
their previous week’s loss and chalked up a de- 
cisive triumph over the scrappy MacArthur Cardi- 
nals. 

The Colts scored late in the first quarter when 
Alan Hart burst over from the one on the twelfth 
play of a 62-yard drive. An exchange of punts gave 
MacArthur good field position and the Cards drove 
as deep as the AHS 15 but could get no further. 
On the next series of downs MacArthur could not 
get anything going and was forced to settle for a 
Gary Eby field goal that made the halftime score 
Arlington 7, MacArthur 3. 

Arlington shook off the chill in the second half 
as Cornerback Grady Harris picked off a stray 
Cardinal aerial and returned it 47 yards to give 
the Colts a 14-3 lead. Colt signal-caller Don Boden- 
hamer then put together a pass-tun attack which 
covered 79 yards in 12 plays and was capped by 
a 12-yard pass to Split End Jim Berryhill. 

In the waning minutes of the game MacArthur . 
scored its only touchdown of the contest on a Darrell 
Cooper pass good for 64 yards. Cooper attempted a 
pass for the conversion, but it fell short to make 
the final score 21-9.

The Colts’ second district game ended sourly as 
they fell to the aroused Irving Tigers 30-13. 

The game began well when the Colts put together 
a drive which took them from their own 35 to the 
Irving three. A clipping penalty, however, put the 
ball back at the Irving 18. A Colt fumble on a 
subsequent fake field goal attempt gave Irving pos- 
session on the Tiger 48. Irving then scored on a 
pass to Dempsey Clinton and an Alan Lowry field 
goal to take a 10-0 halftime lead.

The 
initial score of the game occurred when Harper 
flagged down a GP pass and rambled 25 yards for 
the TD.

Play began with an 81-73 verdict over Hurst

The business department of AHS trained students 
in the skills necessary for secretarial positions in 
the business world. Many college-bound students en- 
rolled in these courses to learn helpful note-taking 
and typing techniques. 

Typing I and II courses were much in demand. 
Typing I acquainted students with the typewriter 
and the fundamental rules of typing. Typing of 
research papers was included in the year’s course 
of study.

Responsible for giving students aiming for a 
lasting career needed skills, the vocational depart- 
ment of AHS offered nine varied courses. 

The three year vocational agriculture course 
taught students proper methods of soil conserva- 
tion, pest control, and treatment of livestock and 
plant diseases. 

Students enrolled in the fields of distributive 
education, industrial cooperative training, and co- 
ordinated vocational academic education spent their 
afternoons in apprenticeships in retailing, industry, 
or office work. Required classes were taken in the 
morning before the four work hours of the after- 
noon. 

Wood shop and metal shop courses offered boys 
the chance to learn spray painting, electric welding, 
wood and metal working, and the proper mainte- 
nance of the machines used in the class. 

Mechanical drawing and drafting classes trained 
students in the skills of blueprint drawing and 
reading, structural design and basic drafting. 

The branch of physics that deals with the motion 
of electrons, electronics, also taught students the re- 
lationship of math and science in the modern field 
of electronic technology. This course required two 
hours a day of classroom work. 

Also offered in the vocational department were 
special education courses in which students learned 
basic skills that would help them gain a job in the 
highly competitive and specialized world.
